quire,

NEW YORK, April 12.—(#)—The 
annual report of the Cities Service 
Corporation, published today, reflects 
unprecedented expansion for this_bil- 
lion dollar group of public utility, 
gas and oil enterprises, headed by 
Henry L. Doherty. 

Total assets at the end of 1930 
were carried at $1,282,624,854, an in- 
crease of more than $192,000,000 in 
the year. Consolidated current as- 
sets of the corporation and subsidi- 
aries were $179,797,350, includipg 
$73,000,000 in cash. 

The report stated that the total 
number of holders of securities of 
the company and its subsidiaries rose 
during the year from approximately 
750,000 to 1,000,000. This makes the 
corporation one of the most widely 
held in. the world, 

Common stockholders total 460,000, 
as compared to 359,000-a year pre- 
viously, and only 8,000 a decade ago. 
The number of its common stockhold- 
ers is exceed@d only by that of the 
American ‘Telephone & ‘Telegraph 
Company, which reported 567,694 
holders on December 31. 

The company spent some $170,000,- 
000 on construction and expansion 
during the year, the report says. 

Aggregate net earnings of the com- 
pany and its subsidiaries before pre- 
ferred ‘dividends and other charges 
were announced at $84,862,958, an in- 
crease of $15,100,000, and a new high 
record. ‘This reflected among other 
things expansion of facilities and 
new acquisitions. The net earnings 
applicable to Cities Service common 
stock and reserves, as previously re- 
ported, was $41,614,216 for the year 
ended December 31, against $29,591,- 
440 in the preceding year.

TREND IN BRAZIL 


NEW YORK, April 12.—(/)—Al- 
though Brazilian bonds recovered sub- 
stantially during the latter part of 
last week it is known that Wall 
Street bankers are still watching fis- 
cal affairs of that country closely. 
The downward trend of milreis ex- 
change is regarded as the source of 
the greatest difficulty as it makes 
more onerous the already heavy bur- 
den of providing for interest and sink- 
ing fund charges. Another handicap 
is the low price of coffee, the coun- 
try’s principal export. . 

The possible outcome of the pres- 
ent situation may be summarized in 
four questions. Will the administra- 
tion of Getulio Vargas default on the 
country’s obligations? Will an at- 
tempt at a new funding arrangement 
be made? Will payments be limited 
to interest payments? Will the coun- 
try fulfill all her obligations under 
the various loan contracts? 

Positive answers to the foregoing 
questions will come only from the 
future. The seriousness of the situa- 
tion can be realized readily from the 
fact that American capital outstand- 
ing in the country at the beginning 
of this year in governmental and pri- 
vate loans approximated $600,000,000. 

Further foreign loans would pro- 
vide funds to permit a breathing spell 
during which the country’s financial 
affairs could be reorganized, but be- 
cause of the apprehension over the 
immediate outlook any such flotations 
would be difficult, if not altogether 
im possible. 

The mission of Sir Otto Niemeyer 
to advise the government on financial 
and economic matters is receiving con- 
siderable attention but it is difficult 
to speculate on the outcome of such 
consultations as the scope of the mis- 
sion is not known definitely.

When Life Teaches Us True Humility or Meek- 
ness, She Teaches Us To Relinquish Our 
Rights—Unhappy Married Women’s Ques- 
tion Answered. | 


DEAR MISS CHATFIELD: 
For more than 20 years I have been married to a mun to whom I am 
devoted. We are an undemonstrative couple but a loving couple. Ten 
years ago my husband established a business ig a distant city and divided 
his time between that city and his home.

“sffectionately.” I confronted my husband with the 
evidence and he made a clean breast of the affair but

Please tell me what te do, how to treat him? 
Is it fair for a man to treat his wife in this 
way; a woman who is the mother of his two 
children and a faithful wife through _ years? 


ON. 
ANSWER: 

The first thing for you to do is to forgive your hus- 
band his transgression against you. There are a num- 
ber of reasons why you should forgive him but only one 

will count with you now. It is this. A woman of middle age, with two 
grown, or nearly grown, children cannot reconstruct her life on any basis 
that doesn’t include her living husband and the father of those children, pro- 
vided, of course, that he is willing to give up “his affair’ with the other 
woman. Twenty years of married life with a man she loves and who loves 
her pretty well seals the affection ng woman, seals it so tight it cannot 


a 


be broken into by anything but death. 


You haven't asked for any explanation of this deflection on the 
part of your husband but you have explained it yourself in your 
letter. There is only one reason to call attention to it: It is with 
the hope of making it easier for you to forgive him. After all, that 
is what you want beyond everything in life: To be able to forgive 
him and trust him again. 


In your first paragraph you speak of the lack of demonstration of affee- 
tion in your marriage. Many a man or woman accepts that and although 
the deficiency causes disappointment and heartache it is borne silently. The 
case of.a.man spending part of his time away from his home and his family, 
prosecuting his business in the daytime and trying to amuse himself in the 
evening as best he can, is well known in the novel and in real life. It is 
such a huge chance to take with a marriage that it is inconceivable that any 
clear thinking couple would take such a chance with their happiness. 


Give your husband the benefit of any doubt in regard to his 
“affair.” If he claims that it is only an innocent friendship, believe 
him. You are happier in so doing. It is one time when the truth is 
unimportant compared to the larger aspect of the case; namely,’ that 
your husband and you should get back to the place where you were 
before this unfortunate event transpired. 


Years ago I heard a woman say to her husband, ‘The cook is stealing 
groceries from us every day, what shall I do?” The reply puzzled me at 
the time but it was a wise one, “Don't let her know you have discovered it, 
then you won’t have to take it up.” If you insist on accusing your husband 
of dark deeds you do have to take it up. But if you can accept ft explana- 
tion you have only to go on with your life with him. . 


A woman who has been something of an invalid for some years 
and has, therefore, had a great deal of time to herself in which to 
read and think, remarked yesterday that life seems more interested 
in teaching us the lesson of humility than in teaching us any other 
lesson. Then we speculated on the whys and wherefores of the 
matter. Said she: “It is bound up in all our human relationships, 
this thing of pride. It governs what we say, what we do and how 
we treat our fellow men. Therefore too much of it is ruinous to so- 
ciety and life is determined to rob us of the excess.”

The institution known as “scout- 
ing” is supposed to be a source of all 
necessary information,about his oppo- 
nents to the varsity coach.

As a 
rule, their enthusiasm is in inverse 
ratio to their knowledge of the game 
and their powers of observation in 
spotting innovations or clever decep- 
tions in the play of the schools they 
are scouting. 

Back in 1915, when I was as- 
sistant to Jess Harper, part of my 
job was to do his scouting. We 
were to play Nebraska, and so 
Jess wired Jumbo Steihn, Nebras- 
ka coach, that I was going out to 
scout their Kansas Aggie game. 

I did. 

I came back with two mysterious 
bits of information. Nebraska's great 
threat was a fine halfback named 
Chamberlin. In the Kansas Aggie 
game he scored touchdown after touch- 
down on wide end runs. I came back 
with the startling information that 
Chamberlin could not and did not cut | 
back at any time. 

ME, OH, MY!! 

What happened when Notre Dame 
played Nebraska? Right near the 
end of the first half Nebraska had the 
ball on our 40-yard line.
